The  Milledgeville  Community 
Concert  Association  will  present 
the  first  concert  of  the  1972*73 
season  on  Thursday,  October  5. 
The  duo  pianists  FERRANTE 
AND  TEICHER  will  perform  at  8 
p.m.  in  Russell  Auditorium 
on  the  Georgia  College  campus. 

Active  in  every  area  of  the 
entertainment  world,  Ferrante 
and  Teicher  have  scored  rousing 
successes  in  concert  halls 
throughout  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  Europe.  Their 
sought-after  appearances  have 
been  the  cause  of  more  SRO  signs 
posted  outside  of  auditoriums 
that  practically  any  other  show 
attraction  touring  today. 

Their  fans  all  over  the  country 
are  legion  and  as  a  result  their 
bookings,  generally  run  two  to 
three  years  in  advance.  We  are 
most  fortunate  to  have  them 
appear  in  Milledgeville  at  this 
time.

Dear  Editor, 

In  the  three  years  I  have  been 
at  Georgia  College,  I  have  seen  a 
lot  of  changes  occur.  Enrollment 
has  increased;  it  has  become  a 
coed  school  in  fact  as  well  as 
name.  What  hasn’t  changed--and 
shows  no  sign  of  change  in  the 
near  future-is  the  treatment  of 
the  women  students  on  this 
campus. 

I  think  we  are  in  agreement 
that  the  purpose  of  a  college 
education  for  a  woman  is  the 
same  as  that  for  a  man.  Few 
colleges  now  teach  the  fine 
“arts”  of  flower  arranging  and 
serving  tea.  We  are  no  longer 
southern  belles,  but  women  who 
expect  to  enter  a  world  of 
business  in  some  respect.  Why 
then  is  it  so  difficult  for  this  in¬ 
stitution  to  rid  itself  of  the 
ridiculous  rules  and  regulations 
that  apply  to  the  women  students 
but  not  the  men?  Why  are  we  still 
under  the  controls  of  the  era  of 
GSCW  instead  of  a  more  liberal 
attitude  that  certainly  should  be  a 
part  of  the  “changing”  Georgia 
College? 

Why  should  the  women  who  live 
in  the  dorms  have  a  curfew 
imposed  upon  them?  Any  act  that 
can  be  committed  after  1:00  can 
certainly  be  carried  out  before 
that  hour.  At  the  University  of 
Georgia,  only  first  quarter  fresh¬ 
man  women  have  a  curfew,  and 
whether  you  can  believe  it  or  not, 
we  are  in  the  same  university 
system.  Just  who  or  what  are  we 
being  “protected”  from?  It  is 
ridiculous  for  a  20  year  old 
woman  to  be  treated  like  a  child. 
Any  one  who  is  responsible 
enough  to  remain  in  college  can 
certainly  regulate  their  hours  to 
fit  their  study  needs -and  can  you 
guarantee  that  she  will  study 
when  you  bring  her  in  at  11:00? 

Another  need  that  has  been  met 
at  Georgia  and  not  here  is  the 
dispensing  of  birth  control  pills 
by  the  infirmary.  Perhaps  the 
administration  is  not  aware  of  it, 
but  many  of  the  women  at 
Georgia  College-a  fair  estimate 
would  be  about  half,  probably 
more-visit  the  local  gynecologist 
for  this  purpose.  You  might  say 
that  it  would  not  look  good  for  the 
college  to  “condone”  premar tial 
sex,  but  you  might  stop  to  con¬ 
sider  that  when  the  students  are 


forced  to  visit  an  outside  doctor 
for  this  purpose-something  they 
will  continue  to  do  even  if  nothing 
is  done  on  the  campus-the  whole 
community  knows  that  Georgia 
College  girls  are  on  the  “pill.” 
Why  not  keep  the  information 
within  the  college  family?  Why 
not  have  someone  a  frightened 
pregnant  girl  can  talk  to  about 
her  problem  and  what  she  wants 
to  do  about  it?  Why  not  have  a 
sociology  or  psychology 
professor  to  whom  she  can  talk 
without  his  lecturing  her  on  her 
lack  of  morals-one  who  will  tell 
her  her  choices,  and  help  her  in 
any  way  possible  whether  it  is 
telling  her  parents  or  giving  her 
the  number  of  an  agency  who  will 
send  her  to  New  York  for  an 
abortion.  It  is  her  right  to  choose 
whatever  action  she  will  take. 

Another  area  that  needs  reform 
is  the  open  dorm  policy.  Why  not 
have  open  dorm  daily  between 
certain  prescribed  hours?  It  has 
been  done  on  other  campuses 
with  no  ill  effects.  Those  sisters 
who  perfer  those  of  our  sex  to 
men  are  allowed  to  share  the 
same  room  and  those  of  us  who 
prefer  the  company  of  men  are 
denied  even  a  few  hours  daily. 
Few  people  are  indiscreet  enough 
to  commit  that  unmentionable 
act  in  the  limited  privacy  of  a 
dorm  room  when  a  roommate 
can  walk  in  at  any  minute. 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  speak  for 
myself  alone  but  for  a  sizable 
number  of  women  on  this  cam¬ 
pus.  To  those  who  protest  these 
reforms,  I  say  fine.  If  they  do  not 
wish  to  take  advantage  of  the 
freedom  that  is  their  right.  It  is 
also  my  right  to  ask  for  change  in 
an  area  where  it  is  desired  by  so 
many  others. 

The  days  of  knights  are  long 
gone;  you  can  not  fight  for  my 
innocence  nor  protect  my  honor. 
My  mind  is  my  own  and  so  is  my 
body.  Why  so  surprised?  Do  you 
really  expect  to  open  and  develop 
my  mind  by  a  college  education 
and  then  have  me  retire 
discreetly  to  my  kitchen?  You 
can  not  free  my  mind  and  have 
me  meekly  accept  the  restric¬ 
tions  you  impose  upon  my 
behavior.  I  did  not  come  here  for 
your  protection-I  came  here  to 
learn  what  you  have  to  teach  me.

endurance.  The  commons  area, 
especially  the  recreation  rooms, 
are  a  miracle.  At  last  students 
have  a  large  space  and  the 
facilities  to  play  ping  pong, 
cards,  and  study  together.  To  add 
to  these  attractions  there  are 
three  well  stocked  vending 
machines.  Things  will  be  even 
better  when  and  if  a  cigarette 
machine  is  installed.

,  CGA  Announcement 

The  following  is  presently  before  faculty-council  for  approval.  Next 
Tuesday  it  will  be  put  up  before  you  (the  students)  at  the  Senate 
►  Elections  for  your  reactions: 

Whereas,  there  is  no  definite  statement  in  the  Board  of  Regents 
policies  concerning  the  use  or  possession  of  alcoholic  beverages  on 
1  college  property  or  at  college  sponsored  events,  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  Georgia  College  Government  Association  is  requesting  a  rule 
change  in  the  Student  Code. 

Whereas,  the  Georgia  College  Government  Association  feels  that 
many  students  do  approve  of  such  a  rules  change  and  there  are 
provisions  in  the  changes  to  protect  the  rights  of  those  who  do  not 
engage  in  the  use  of  alchoholic  beverages,  we,  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  Georgia  College  Government  Association,  strongly  support  such 
action. 

Whereas  Section  A,  Article  2  of  the  Code  Governing  Student  Rights, 
Responsibilities  and .  Discipline  at  Georgia  College  states,  “The 
possession  or  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  college  property 
or  at  events  sponsored  or  supervised  by  the  college  is  prohibited.”,  we 
the  Executive  Council  are  requesting  that  the  above  mentioned  article 
be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES 

A.  Possession  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  by  any  any 
student  under  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  is  strictly  prohibited. 

B.  Any  purchase  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  college  property 
is  prohibited. 

C.  Possession  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  private 
living  quarters  is  not  prohibited,  provided  that  each  participant  is  at 
least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age. 

D.  Consumption  or  display  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  strictly 
prohibited  in  non-private  areas  of  residence  halls  such  as  lobbies, 
recreation  areas,  lounges,  or  baths. 

E.  Consumption  or  display  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  strictly 
prohibited  in  any  academic  buildings, 

F.  Consumption  or  display  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  strictly 
prohibited  in  the  College  Union  Building  except  in  cases  of  social 
events  in  which  the  membership  of  that  organization  does  not  prohibit 
the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

G.  Alcoholic  beverages  may  be  prohibited  from  any  coilege  spon¬ 
sored  event  by  a  statement  from  the  membership  of  the  organization.

J  The  Value  Of  The 
ICC  Identification  Card 


Many  people  do  not  realize  the  potential  value  of  their  I.D.  card. 
Many  students  think  that  the  I.D.  card  is  an  idealized  picture  with  a 
signature  that  proves  “they  are,  who  they  are.”  They  also  think  that 
the  I.D.  card  is  a  “symbol  of  membership"  to  Georgia  College.  These 
people  are  right.  The  I.D.  card  is  purposeful  for  the  above  reasons, 
but  those  reasons  are  not  the  only  ones. 

Georgia  College  sponsors  many  extra-curricular  activities.  These 
activities  are  generally  free,  but,  occasionally  there  is  a  very  small 
admission  fee.  The  only  requirement  for  admission  is  the  small  fee 
and  the  I.D.  card.  Well,  you  know  that  you  are  a  G.C.  student  with 
every  right  to  attend  the  activity,  but  the  ticket  man  at  the  gate  does 
not  know  this  fact.  To  be  on  the  safe  side,  you  must  present  your  I.D. 
Card  to  the  man. 

Almost  any  special  activity  in  the  College  Union  will  require  your 
I.D.  card.  If  you  play  ping  -pong  or  pool,  you  must  present  your  I.D., 
along  with  a  small  fee,  at  the  information  desk.  In  return  you  are  given 
permission  to  play  these  games.  There  are  other  activities  within  the 
College  Union  that  will  require  your  I.D.  card. 

One  of  the  main  pruposes  of  the  I.D.  card  is  for  the  cafeteria.  You 
must  have  your  I.D.  card  handy  with  your  meal  ticket  when  going 
though  the  lunch  line.  This  requirement  prevents  anyone  else  from 
using  your  meal  ticket. 

In  many  P.E.  courses,  you  will  find  that  your  I.D,  card  is  necessary 
to  check  out  college  athletic  equipment  at  the  “Cage"  in  the  P.E. 
building.  You  will  need  your  I.D.  card  to  get  in  a  G.C.  Colonials 
basketball,  soccer,  and  baseball  game.  The  I.D.  card  is  a  necessity  at 
any  college  sponsored  dance,  concert,  and  movie.  Many  music  and  art 
series  shows  and  exhibitions  will  require  an  I.D.  card  for  your  ad¬ 
mittance. 

All  of  the  activities  at  G.C.  are  for  the  benefit  and  progress  of  the 
student.  Please  carry  your  I.D.  card  to  any  college  activity  for  your 
own  benefit.

CGA  Announcement 

H.  Transportation  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  and  from  private  living 
quarters  or  other  college  functions  must  be  in  a  concealed  manner 
such  as  in  a  bag  or  other  non-transparent  container. 

I.  The  rights  of  those  students  who  do  not  engage  in  the  drinking  of 
alcoholic  beverages  are  protected  from  enfringement  or  violation  by 
those  students  who  do  engage  in  the  drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
Such  violations  of  rights  is  strictly  prohibited. 

J.  Misbehavior  resulting  from  the  overconsumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages  is  prohibited.  Any  drunken  misbehavior  will  be  considered 
conduct  unbecoming  a  Georgia  College  student  by  Honor  Council.
